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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Mellul teaches the claimed components in ranges that overlap those instantly claimed in different kinds of 
formulations. This argument is not found persuasive because the disclosure of Mellul teaches all of the claimed components within the 
claimed ranges, the preamble of "an eyelash cosmetic" is not given patentable weight and claim 1 is interpreted as a cosmetic comprising 3 
components, which is rendered obvious by the teachings of Mellul. 

Applicant also argues that the formulations of Mellul are not Interchangeable. The examiner acknowledges that this may be true but the 
components of said compositions are Interchangeable as Mellul teaches several different formulations which may all comprise the same 
components. 

Applicant also argues that applicants specification teach away from the upper limits of the percentage ranges taught by Mellul. The 
argument is not found persuasive because it is not commensurate in scope with the claims. Mellul teach a broader range than shown in 
applicant examples and the example of Mellul clearly prefer the lower end of said range. Mellul teaches all components within the claimed 
range and therefore the Instant Invention Is obvious. 
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
